Due to the amendment of cldms 1, 13, 22, and 
23 and the addition of claims 30-33 claims 2^ 3, 1 4 and 15 were amended to chan^ their dependency. 
Claim 10 was amended to coniBsp0iid to the hmguage tised in amended claim 1 . 

None of these amcndnoents were made to o vercome prior art, and were tnerely made to clarify the 

claims. 

Applicants are aware that claims 2, 3, 14 and 1 5 depend from a later claim. However, it is 
Applicants understanding that the claims can be appropriately renaimibered at the time of issuance.
